Compromise on 
Egyptian debt 
to Soviet Union 


POST Stuidle East Affairs Correspondent 

The Soviet Union and Egypt 
have settled thelr differences over 
Cuiro’s huge debts to Moscow in a 
compromise agreement which was 
said in Cairo to have eased the 
strained relutions between the two 
countrics, 

Egypt's outstanding debts to the 
Sovict Umion are estimated at over 
$5,000m. most of which are for 
urs purchases concluded before 
the 1973 Yom Kippur War. Post- 
war purchases have been pald for 
in cash miunly by Algeria and 
Saud! Arabia. 

Under the agrecment, Egypt will 
ray 20 per cent of its military debts 
νοῦ 1U yvars without interest and 
10 per cent of its commercial debts 
at two per cent interest over the 
same period. The remaining por- 
tions of those debts will be settled 
In future negotiations. 

Cairo's “Al-Akhbar” daily yester- 
day quoted Soviet Deputy Premier 
for Foreign Trade Ivan Grishin, 
who had led the negotiations in 
Cairo, a3 saying that the compro- 
mise agreement has saved the two 
countries’ friendship. 

The Egyptians had originally 
asked for a 10-year period of grace 
and a 20-to-30 year period for 
Paying all debts. This request was 
obviously turned down by the So- 
viets, despite Egyptian claims that 
the outstanding debts Issue would 
determine the future relations be- 
tween the two countries. 

The Soviet insistence on imme- 
diate payments was seen Likely to 
prompt Egypt to continue a “busi- 
ness" relationship with Moscow 
rather than renew its close tles 
with the Kremlin.

LISBON PUT UNDER SIEGE, 
LEFTIST FORCE ROUTED 


Security chief under house arrest 


LISBON. — Commandos and tank- 
men crushed a leftist military re- 
volt. yesterday and arrested dis- 
sident officers a3 Portuguese Presi- 
dent Francisco da Costa Gomes 
imposed rigid martial law measures 
on the capital. 

“This if a rout," exclaimed a 
jubilant senior officia! of the centre- 
left government that has been ham- 
strung by lack of firm military 
support in the face of strong lef- 
tist pressure. 

“The situation is under control,” 
declared a communique from Costa 
Gomes' Belem Palace command 
centre 24 hours after mutinous 
faratroops spearheaded what a Pre- 
sidential spokesman called an at- 
tempted putsch by the extreme 
left. 

Four men died in the counter- 
offensive that squashed the revolt 
and left loyalist troops dominant 
over military units that had threat- 
ened to move in support of the up- 
msing. In the aftermath, President 
Costa Gomes proclaimed a nine- 
point programme of martial law to 
back up his imposition of a state 
of siege for the Lisbon region. 

The measures included suspension 
of habeas corpus, censorship of the 
press and private mail, a midnight- 
to-five am. curfew, establishment 
of military courts to try crimes 
against public order, revocation of 
the sanctuary of private homes and 


prohibition of public meetings with- 
out express military permission. 

A government official said the 
State of siege would probably re- 
main in effect for two or three 
more days to give moderate-line 
cfficers enough time to “clean up 
the area." 

As both active and passive mili- 
tary resistance to the government 
‘was put down, four air force Sabre 
jets made low criss-cross sweeps 
over the city in a show of force. 

Lisbon housewives flocked to 
markets to load np on provisions, 
drawing a reprimand from the in- 
ternal trade ministry, warning of 
harsh measures against hoarding 
and black mrarketeering, and as- 
suring a worried that there 
‘were ample food supplies “for many 
months to come.” 

Banks were closed. 

The Lisbon press, stridently par- 
tisan in months of growing con- 
frontation, was silenced under orders 
from the military rulers. The radio 
and television stations were broad. 
casting under tight official control 

The main casualty of the events 
was Copcon military security chief 
Gen. Otelo Saraiva de Carvalho. He 
was stripped of political and mili- 
tary power by the disbandment of 
his security forces and kept in- 
communicado in Belem Palace 
throughout the revolt. But Air 
Force chief Gen. Jose Morais de 


Sliva denied that he had been form- 
ally arrested. 

More than 30 other prominent 
officers identified with radical left 
groups or the Communists were 
not so lucky. They were taken into 
custody as the revolt faded and 
flown to the conservative North 
for imprisonment. 


Rebel paratroops who had seized 
four air bases gave up without a 
fight, the last group surrendering 
yesterday afternoon. 


‘The only casualties in the loyalist 
counter-offensive came when the 
commandos — the army’s toughest 
unit — crashed into the barracks 
of the military police regiment that 
has been actively backing the 
Communists and the extreme left. 

Three commandos and one mili- 
tary policemen were killed in a 
brief firefight at the barracks. 
Military sources said several armed 
civilians were barricaded in the 
resistance. They were arrested.

His brother Eli had 
been fined after police pressed 
charges against him for employ- 
ing violence In local council cham- 
ber.

Rosenberg allegedly described in 
detail, his record as a recruiter of 
spies, and talked of photographing 
stolen materials. 

‘The source of Rosenberg’s alleged 
prison confession has been koown 
by the Government for nearly 2 
quarter of a century. His name — 
Jerome Eugene Tartakow—emerged 
inadvertently when the Justice De- 
partment was forced recently to re- 
lease documents by ἃ sult brought 
by the sons of Jullus and Ethel 
Rosenberg.

deal with inflation 


FOR DECADES auditors have been 
struggling with the problem of ac- 
counting standards, It Is basically 
agreed that in these inflationary 
times so-called historic costs are no 
longer credible. What was once paid 
for industrial machinery or raw 
materials 15 no longer a proper basis 
for cost calculation or balance sheet 
evaluation. The difficulty arises, 
however, in replacing this apparent- 
ly faulty mcthod of historic cost ac- 
counting. 

Professor 5, Fllnk of Bar-Ilan 
University offered his comparison of 
a balance sheet to a bikini at a 
recently held symposium of the 
Institute for Accounting Research. 
which discussed accountancy issues 
and new techniques developed 
abroad, as well as their applicability 
in Israel. 

“Balance sheets and bikinis are 
both exciting in what they reveal, 
but what they conceal] Is decisive!"" 
The accountancy expert stressed 


‘ that stable prices are no longer a 
- fact of ffe,"and followed that up with 


a scathing attack on what he called 
the “cancer of inflation."' Not 
enough waa being done to stem the 
erosion of values, he maintained, 
because those involved were afraid 
on each others toes. Yet, 
ointed out, little is ever achieved 
jout some resultant pain. 
Realistic attitude 

“Inflation will certainly be with us 
for some time to come," Prof. Flink 
summed up, and “auditors would 
do best to adopt a realistic attitude to 
this fact and insist on correct repor- 
ting.”’ This means doing away with 
inflated profit figures and dividends 
disbursements resulting from this, 
inasmuch as rising prices are what 
caused these paper profits, he ex- 
plained. 

Israel Bank Governor Moshe San- 
bar emphasized that our immediate 
concern should involve our balance 
of payments. A shortage of foreign 
currency could hurt the Israel 
economy even more than steeply ris- 
Ing prices. Mr. Sanbar defended the 
Israeli technique of fighting Inflation 
with inflation: By allowing prices to 
rise in a controlled way, consump-

- tion had been curtailed by almost 


five per cent during this past year. 
According to the Bank Governor it 
was this that was primarily respon- 
sible for the reducing of last year's 
inflation rate of nearly 45%, by half, 
to just over 20%. 

Dr. I. Kleerekoper, a leading 
Dutch accountant and chairman of 


the Dutch-Isracli accountancy study 
group delivered the key address 
about accountancy in Inflationary 
times, Dutch accountants had for 
decades advocated replacement 
value accountancy as the answer to 
the problem of reporting profits in 
times of unstable prices, Dr. 
Kleerekoper explained. But for 
many years accountants abroad had 
only listened politely to the ex- 
planations offered by thelr Dutch 
e:olleagues, seeing the offered solu- 
tion as too theoretical. 

However, the situation in 1974, and 
even more so 1975, with almost all 
countries affected to some degree by 
galloping inflation, induced the ac- 
counting organizations to study the 
problem more seriously. Several 
countries produced so-called "'Ex- 
posure Drafts,” advocating a more 
or less radical departure from the 
till now generally accepted ‘Historic 
Prices Principle." But many of these 
suggestions, were not, in Dr, 

_Kleerekoper's opinion, acceptable, 
because they contributed more to the 
creation of new problems than to the 
solution of old ones. 

The exception, however, was the 
only recently published British San- 
dilands report advocating Current 
Cost Accounting, which came very 
near to the Dutch idea of replace- 
ment value accounting. In England, 
the committee headed by Mr. Fran- 
cis Sandilands has proposed that In 
the future, accounts be prepared in 
terms of actua] pounds sterling, 
reflecting the effect of relative price 
changes on individual assets and 
liabilities. The Sandilands system 
requires that fixed assets and inven- 
tories be stated in the accounts at 


their business value — generally } 


their replacement cost — instead of 
at their historical costs, as at pre- 
sent. 

‘The consequences of this proposed 
change are far-reaching. Generally 
speaking, Current Cost Accounting 
means that the profit and loss ac- 
count includes a higher charge for 
goods consumed and for deprecia- 
tion, thereby giving reduced profit 
figures — with all this implies for 
taxation and dividend distribution. 

Dr. Kleerekoper prophesied that 
Sandiland‘s proposal, perhaps with 
one or two optional amendments to 
satisfy divergent opinion, would 
carry the day internationally. This 
certainly would have important con- 


sequences for Israeli auditing and

Farm production totals IL 8,300m.

TEL AVIV. — Agriculture produc- 
tion in Israel increased di 
1974/75 by 6.2 per cent to reach 
IL8,300m. in current _ prices, 
Agriculture Minister Aharon Uzan 
has announced. 

According to a Ministry depart- 
ment head, agriculture was the only 
sector in which production increased 
in 1974/75. He noted that 25 per cent 
of the produce was directly ex- 
ported; another 25 per cent went to 
processing plants, whose finished 
products were largely exported; 31 
per cent of the produce went for local 
consumption and the remaining 13 
per cent went back to the farmers for 
livestock feed. 

The farmers' income increased 
during the same year by 37.5 per 
cent to IL3,500m. in current prices.

Which religion for the children 
of a Moslem-Jewish marriage? 


THE HIGH COURT of Justice made 
absolute an order nisi calling upon 
the Nazareth Sharia Court to show 
cause why it should not refrain from 
considering an application for 
custody over the petitioner's 
children, and from summoning the 
petltioner to appear before it. 

The petitioner, Shoshana 
Mizrachi, a Jewess, married a 
Moslem and adopted the Moslem 
falth. After her husband died, she 
returned to Judaism. Her late 
husband's brother thereupon applied 
to the Nazareth Sharia Court for 
custody over the three children born 
to the petitioner and her husband, 
arguing that the children are 
Moslems as they were born of ἃ 
Moslem father, and that it is for their 
good to be brought up in a Moslem 
atmosphere. 

The petitioner thereupon petition- 
ed the High Court of Justice for an 
order nist restrai: the Sharia 
Court from dealing with the applica- 
tion, on the ground that the children 
are Jewish, as they were born of a 
Jewish mother, and that the Sharla 
Court has no jurisdiction over her as 
she is Jewish. She was granted an 
order nisi, On the return day Mr. 
Ulman appeared for the petitioner 
and Mr. Zouabi for the respondent. 


DECISION 


Justice Cohn, who delivered the 
decision of the High Court, noted that 
the Haifa Rabbinical Court had 
issued the petitioner with a cer- 
tificate testifying to the fact that she 
had been converted back to 
Judaism. This certificate had been 
issued, he noted further, by virtue of 
the Religious Community ‘Change} 
Ordinance, 1927, which entitles a 
person who has changed his religious 
community to obtain a certificate 
from the competent authority of the 
religious community which he has 
entered testifying to the fact that he 
has been received into that com- 
munity. 

The respondent's counsel had 
argued, however, continued Justice 
Cohn that the Religious Community 
(Change) Ordinance was not 
applicable to persons who adopted 
the Jewish religion as, in his view, 
there is no longer any “Jewish com- 
munity,’ within the meaning of that 
Ordinance, in Israel, the Ordinance 
referring to religious communities 
only. The answer to this argument is, 
he held, that the Moslems were also

not a purely religious community, by 
the same process of reasoning, and if 
the respondent's counsel were cor- 
rect in his contention that the Or- 
dinance refers to purely ‘religious 
communities only, then it would also 
not apply to Moslems, making the 

tioner's adoption of the Moslem 
faith irrelevant under the Or 
dinance. The petitioner must be 
deemed to be Jewish, therefore, and 
thus not subject to the jursidiction of 
the Sharie Court, 

As to the petitioner's children, the 
Rabbinical Court had given a 
declaratory judgment, Justice Cohn 
pointed out, to the effect that under 
Jewish Law they are Jewish despite 
the fact that when they were born 
their mother was a converted 
Moslem. On the other hand, in ac- 
cordance with Moslem Law the 
children were born Moslems and 
remained Moslems. The question at 
issue was, therefore, whether the 
Rabbinical Court or the Sharia Court 
had jurisdiction to decide the ques- 
tion of custody of the children, 

In this context, he continued, he 
had already expressed the opinion in 
the past that the good of the children 
should be the paramount considera- 
tion in deciding which religious 
education and upbringing was the 
most desirable for them — the 
Moslem or the Jewish (see C.A. 
86°63, P.D. 17/1419). However, in the 
present case this could have been 
complicated by the fact that it would 
be only natural for the Sharia Court 
to decide that the good of the 
children demanded they be brought 
up a8 Moslems and for the Rab- 
binical Court to decide that their 
welfare demanded they be brought 
up as Jews. 

This difficulty was avoided, 
however, held Justice Cohn, because 
he had come to the conclusion that 
the District Court was the competent 
court to decide the issue, by virtue of 
section 13A of the Capacity and 
Guardianship Law, which provides 
that the religion of a minor shall not 
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be changed unless certain 
proceedings, including the approval 
of the District court have been 
observed. For although it is true that 
the Rabbinical Court decision shows 
that under Jewish Law there is no 
need for the children to be converted 
to Judaism, nevertheless it was suf- 
ficient that there was some doubt on 
the matter to justify, and perhaps 
even to make mandatory. ἃ formal 
change of religion in order to es- 
tablish once and for all what the per- 
sonal status of the children is. 

Nor could he accept the 
petitioner's counsel's argument, 
continued Justice Cohn, that there was 
mo need to hring in the District Court ag 
section 13A allows of a change of 
children’s religion without the ap- 
proval of the court when both 
parents have given their written con- 
sent, and where one parent has died 
the surviving parent must be deem- 
ed to be ‘'both parents.” For it must 
be assumed that the legislature had 
not intended to deprive the family of 
the dead parent. In the case of a mix- 
ed marriage, of the opportunity of 
appearing before the District Court 
and pleading their case for bringing 
up the children in accordance with 
the deceased's religion. . 

He thought, therefore, concluded 
Justice Cohn,that the proper 
procedure in the present case was 
for the petitioner to apply to the 
District Court and obtain its ap- 
proval for changing her children's 
religion to Jewish, and only to the ex- 
tent that this approval were obtained 
would the rabbinical court be en- 
titled to issue a cetificate under 
the Religious Community (Change) 
Ordinance testifying to the fact that 
the children are Jewish. In the event 
that the approva] not be given, then 
the Sharia Court wov)d have the 
competence to decide who should 
have custody of the children.

fought in Brandeis’ day, 60 years

Having lived in the United States 
for the greater part of my life, I sub- 
mit that, whereas they have'played 
an important role in Israel, and 
hopefully will continue to do so, they 
are not, by virtue of their fund 
raising, the leaders of Diaspora 
Jewry — nor are they the represen- 
tatives of Diaspora Jewry. They are 
only one segment of Jewry, capable, 
devoted, loyal and possessing many 
other wonderful attributes. Bat in 
most instances, they are not 
démocratically elected to their 
positions in the fund. raising drives, 
but are selected because of their 
ability to raise money. 


With reference to Mr. Rudy's 
assertion that “the Government 
should make sure it gets along with 
the Jewish Agency," I believe that 
anyone who gives serious considera- 
tion to the relationship between the 
Government of Israel and the Jewish 
Agency must come to the conclusion 
that the two must be compatible and 
not divisive, a condition which op- 
Posing political party views may 


engender. Never has it been said 


there snay not be honest differences 
of opinion between the Israel 
Government, its leaders and the 
representatives of Diaspora Govern- 
ment Jewry, but there are certain 
proscribed areas within which the 
views of Israel must be considered 
paramount.

Sir, — More and more countries let 
their exchange rates float. Our legal 
rate of exchange provides a com- 
pulsory price for foreign currency 
far lower than its real one. Sellers 
therefore seek other markets. From 
time to time, the Government ad- 
justs this legal rate to the real rate 
through devaluation, but in the in- 
tervening periods, it loses a lot of 
foreign currency. 


Under the present system of 
devaluations practically every 
month, people hold on to their 
foreign exchange in the expectation 
of a better rate. However, if the daily 
rate of exchange were the real price 
of foreign currency, foreign ex- 
ehange would go to the Bank of 
Israel, which would thus have a 
larger amount at its disposal and be 
able to stabilize the dally rate.
